•THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


HowIt is CondncTod, Improvement*, 


Locution, eie. 


Oar public institutions should at 


times be written up for the benefit of 
the tax payers who support them, and 
the JOURNAL has always been willing to 
devote a column or two for this pur- 
pose. 
The County Hospital is one of 


th? most important of our public in- 
stitutions, and it ia but natural that our 
people desire to know how the money 
appropriated for its support 
is ex- 


pended, and how it is conducted. 
The 


hospual is located iu the richest and 
most desirable portion of the valley, 
but a short drive from to.vo, and com- 
mands a fine view of the surrounding 
country. In its construction anal the 
selection of a site for the building, 
everything pertaining to the welfare of 
those who might of necessity become its 
inmates 'was taken into consideration, 
and everything essential to health and 
convenience adopted. 
The hospital 


contains three wards, two on the upper 
floor and one on the ground floor. One 
of the throe is devoted to the female in- 
mates and the other two to the male. 
Aside from the wards mentioned tbe 
building contains 10 rooms, including 
the kitchen uud dining room. 
The 


building throughout is a model of clean- 
liness, and neatness is visible every- 
where. 
Tho unfortunate ones who may 


be forced by circumstances to become 
inmates cf the County Hospital, can 
rest assured that they will receive the 
best medical attendance and the roost 
careful 
musing- 
The patients are 


looked nftev by Doctors Hogan and 
Daw-son, both being physicians of pro- 
nounced ability and under whom a 
patient, no matter what his circumstance 
or his condition in lite may be, will re- 
ceive as good treatment as though he 
was a millionaire. The most compli- 
cated c.'i 
-! of whatever nature are suc- 


cessfully n-a'.ed by them, and some of 
the mechanical uppliuncfS used by them 
in cases where broken limbs are being 
looked after, nro truly wonderful de- 
vices. Both the physiciauH in charge 
are deserting of every compliment tbitt 
can bestowed upon them, for they have 
effected some astonishing cures and 
bave by their constant attention ma- 
terially lessened the mortality that is 
usual iu such places. 


The hospital is under the supervision 


of W. H. Joy, a gentleman of sterling 
worth, naturally charitable and by na- 
ture and disposition just suited for the 
position ha holds. The poor being who 
finds himself forced to accept tbe char- 
ity of the County Hospital, can enter 
us doora coguizaul that every kiudaess 
will be sbowa to him by Mr. Joy, and 
ha will soon feel more like an invited 
guest thaa a charitable subject. Tha 
present 
flourishing condition of tbe 


uosp'tal and Iho improvement that is 
everywheta noticeable, hus betn in a 
great measure due to his err nest work 
and 
wise suggestions. 
Belonging to 


tha hospital is a tract of lund contain- 
ing 4.0 acres, but owing to the fact thut 
the entire amount can uot at the pres- 
ent time he irrigated, pnly about 24 
ncrts are under cultivation. Of this 
umount a portion is devoted to the pro- 
duction of hay and the remainder to 
orchard and garden purposes. 
Tbe 


annual hay crop amounts to about 60 
tons, more than sufficient to feed nil tbe 
utock tbat is employed on the premises. 
The orchard, though young, pioduces 
a very heavy crop uud good 
fruit 


enough in the shape of apples, pears 
and plums were gathered this season to 
supply the institution for the Winter, 
"Wgetubles cf nearly every description 
arc produced in abundance, and it is un- 
necessary to state that the hospital is 
fully supplied from this little giirden. 
As an indication of the character of tht 
fruit raised on tha farm it is only neo 
eaaary to stute thut it carried off the 
first premium at tha Nuvada Stato Fair 
(or ths superiority of ita pears tind 
plums. 
Sufficient fruit was canned in 


the shape of pea.ibeB, pears and plurau 
(or Wiuter consumption. 
Prom the 


currant crop 30 gallons of jelly were 
made, two barrels of wine and a thou- 
sand pounds sold and given away. 
Tbe 


cows on the farm furnish all the milk 
and butter consumed, nnd the chickens 
are liberal iu th» donation of eggs. 
When Mr. Joy first took charge of the 
institution the fences were in a bad 
condition. The front yard was filled 
with cottouwood trees and the place in 
general sadly in need of repp.ir. This 
work, with the consent and cordial as- 
sistunce of the County Commis«ionerF, 
he immediately commenced. The fences 
were repaired and the old cottonwood 
tress cut down and fruit trees planted, 
thereby employing the useful BB well ns 
the ornamental. 


7HE WATER •WOEKH. 


Heietoioro bathrooms, so essential to 


a place of that description, were out of 
the question, owing to fact tbat water 
could not be obtained for that purpose. 


Now, 
however, a plan has been adopted 


that will furnish water for this aud all 
other purposes. A well has been suck 
over which is u Cyclone windmill which 
will pomp water into a tank built apon 
trestle work at a higher altitude than 
tbe hospital building, aud from which 
water will b« conducted to every por- 
tion of the hospital thrcmgb pipes. Tho 


trestle work will be inclosed and tlif 
lower portion of it will be used as a eel: 
lar and the upper portion as a storage 
room. As BOOH FIB as thia vv%rk is com- 
pleted an addition will be made to tht 
hospital building. 
This addition will 


be 60 feet loug by 24 feet in width, and 
will bo assigned to those who are sent 
to the hospital from j*il, aud others 
who are loo filthy to ba admitted in ih> 
present wards. 
This institution is one 


of tbe best conducted of the kind on 
tbe coast, and our County Commission- 
ers leave nothing undone that will con- 
tribute to its welfare. 
Every reasonable 


demand is gratified by them and with 
such a man as Mr. Joy to oversee the 
place it will be improved and beautified. 
AQ effort will no doubt be made to hrii g 
the remaining 16 acres under cultiva- 
tion, and when this is done the little 
farm will be a beauty.

A Rlan Warned Jlc Donald Shot nt 


Wadswortb. 


Wednesday night about half past six 


o'clock a ehootiug affray took place in 
William Donaldson's billiard hall at 
Wadaworth tbat resulted in tha woand- 
iug of a railroad man, named Frank Mc- 
Donald. In an interview with Mr. Mc- 
Donald a JOURNAL reporter elicited the 
following facts: McDonald Bays ho was 
seated in tbe billiard room talking with 
a friend when Tom Berry, the man who 
did the shooting, entered, and tapping 
McDonald ou the shoulder, taid, 
"I 


hear you stated that I was the cause of 
you baing 'fired' from the road." Mc- 
Donald, it appears, understood that he 
was to be discharged from the rottd, aud 
anticipating this action demanded his 
timo aud severed his connection with 
the road on Wednesday. In reply to 
the remark made by Berry, McDonald 
stud, "I thiuk'you did havo something 
to do with the mattPr. In other words 
I it'gurd you ns more of a 'spotter' than 
a railroad ainu. " At this answer JBerrj, 
who had! a pistol in his hand, com- 
menced striking at McDonald, who pro- 
tected his head from the blows by 
dodging, and received a heavy belt on 
the back between tbe shoulders. While 
endeavoring to strike McDonald again 
tha pistol was discharged, but this shot 
missed McDonald. 
After a short strug- 


gle Berry stepped out (he back door 
and McDonald picked up a billiard ball 
and threw it at Berry striking him on 
the chiu. At this iasiaut Berry fired, 
striking McDonald near the point of 
the right shoulder, the bail ranging to- 
ward the Ibft side came out behind tbe 
left shoulder. The wounded man was 
brought to Keno about 9 o'clock Wed- 
nesday night and was placed in room 
19 at the Depot Hotel. 
Dr. Thoma 


was called and dressed the wound and 
pronounced it not dangerous. 
McDon- 


ald is a robust man with a rugged con- 
stitution, and will mend rapidly if blood 
poisoning or other complications do not 
set in. Berry was arrested and lodged 
in jail at Ksno on the evening of the 
xbooticg. Berry ia happy to Unow that 
tha wounded man Ts not ia a dangerous 
condition and seriously ri'grets the un- 
fortunate affair.
